Confining these dospicablo "citizons", who participatc in or condone thoso nox- 
ious activitios, in prisons doos not best serve tho noeds of our country. Too nany 
honorable non aro risting life and linb to pcruit "card burnera" and "Æraft dodgors"

There can be no justif Ication for rofusing to servo in the arnod forcos when 
your country calls upon you to servo c There can bo no justification for ondangering 
your country' s security- Agaln, a conscionce act to avoid serving your country or a 
conscionco act to dostroy the institutions critical for the defoneo cf our country - 
an act of troason - should not bo ignored, should not go unpunishod.

((John Snytho f s letter reached ne at. ,a vory ; appropriato tine. It canc Just 
aftor ten thousfind New Yorkors narchod down Tifth Avcnuo, on 16 October, to protest 
tho continuation .of the Viotnanesc war» I would have boen with then, but I was laid 
up with a bad cold Q A friend of ninc, a graduato student nanod Éob Rodriguez, did 
narch in tho parade» He was set upon by foi^r non. whQ. bcliovo, as John docs, that 
the war should continuo. They beat hin up, Howevcr, Bob was not conplctely do» 
fensoless - ho had with hin a whito cano and a dog„ 

(.(Yésterday thero was anothcr parado on Fifth Avonue, this tine a pro-war 
narch» About twice as nany pooplo narchod in it„ Iruo to forn, twlce they broke 
ranks to beat up pcoplo who protested by slgns or words against American Vietnanose 
policy. 

({Evoryono knows by now what 30 years of continuous war has done to Tiotnan - 
tortures by both sides, torrorisn agalnst inne cent villagers, or tho notorious ln- 
cidont last. Decenbor when Anerican soldiers brib od a 10-ycar-old boy with candy 
bars to toll whero his father and other gucrillas wore in niding. But now it be- 
concs apparent that the war .is also haTing an evil offoct on Anorica, "JJhy are 
peoplo who couldn*t caro less about denocracy in Tiotnan beating up Ancricans who 
want the war onded? Their ain is not eontrol of Vietnam,, but control of the Uni- 
ted States of Anoriea. . And what will happen to "those. institutions that hare dis- 
tingulshod tho United States of Ancrioa and hare nado our country what it is today" 
If the pcople who beat up blind nen should ceno to power? 

((John*s looso use of the loaded words "treason" and "eneny" Indicatc a poor 
••understanding of English and Anerican history» luring tho XVII Century the Snglish 
had nuncrous unploasant oxperlcncos with kings who riasod amlcs aga inst foreign 
thrcats and thon cnployed then to supprcss tho llbortios of their ora subjocts. So 
• when public liberty was ostablishod in England in 1688 and in Anerica a contury 
latcri tho powors of tho exocutivo to wagc war, and the legal definitions of "troa- 
soxi M woro soVorely United* Sihce tho Ccngross of the United Statos of Anerica has 
not doclared war on anyo.no, tho United Statos is not at war. (U. S. Constltution, 
Articlo I, Soction 8, Clause 11.) Treason is dofinod "only in levying war against 
thon, or in adhoring. to tholr oncnios, giving thon aid and ConCort." (U. S. 'Con- 
stltution, Articlo III, Soction 3. Clause 1,) Sineo the United Statos prosontly 
has no "onenlos" (unless you want to count the fact that no definitive poaco 
treaty has bocn signod with Gtemany) and there is no denestic insurrection (depen- 
ding on how you want to interpret tho problcn in tho South) tho Unltod Statos nas 
no ononies. No enonios, no treason», 

((I nado theso points in a letter to John, and he repliod as follows.)) 

John, you nisundorstood what I said„ Again, a cltizen has tho obligatlon to 
speak out - denonstrato if ho wants tho physical oxc^ a ^- SG - against tho policios 
of tho curront regine, if he sincerely belleves that the policios aro not in tho 
best intorest of the Nation. Ly all hoans, debcte the issuos. For only by dobat- 
lng the issues - that neans that all points of view are heard - nay the truth be 
found. But a cltizen has an obligatlon to sorve his country when his country 
calls upon hin to serva. And a rofusal to serve , an attenpt to avoid belng callod 
to sorve, or an aet to destroy, or dlsrupt; the institutions of the govcrixiont 
whlch call the Citizens to the service of tholr country are acts of treason. 

( (Soveral tens of thousands of Ancricans are sincerely convineed that they 
ean serve tholr country best by getting it to stop the war in Tiotnan. And I 
conslder then to be better and more loyal citizens than the thugs who beat them 
up*)) 



Given the treaty commitments of the nuclear powers and given the present state 
of the arms. development, the nations of the world find themselves in a very awkward 
position. They' ve found that it is no longer feasihle for nations to declare war. 
But war remains an indispensable part of their effective foreign policy. The non- 
nuclear nations cannot declare war r for, if they did, the nuclear powers, bound by 
their treaty ccmmitments r would become involved in the shooting. No rosponslblo 
head of state V7culd want to preeipitate a crisia where two nuclear powers confronted 
each other across a battlefleld u Thereforo. the non-nuclear nations havo rosorted to 
settling thoir disputas by fighting undeclared wars„ Tho Pakistan-Indian series of 
border _wa.rs is ; an oxcellent example cf what I mean 0 

Thd nuclear powers face a somewhat difforent problem, Liko their non- nuclear 
brothren, the nuclear powors have foum'1 that it no longor is in thoir bost intorosts 
fe; declare war...' ((The United States Constitutlon knows nothing of thle deTclx5pmmit f } ) 
For to declare war would' cauce the horns cf v/ar to blow across thoir land, calling 
thoir young mon to tho standards,, And humanity. or onough of it to dostroy clviliza- 
tion, would bo wipod from tho face of tho Earth in .the rosulting moloar holocauct, 
(When I still had-aeebss to the information in 1957 , the United States had one hydro- 
gen bomb for ovory fiussian battalion of infantry„ And thoro is no reason not to bo- 
lievo that wc now have one .hydrogen weapon for not only ovory Russian infantry bat- 
talion but also for ovory cqui valent Chincse infantry unit„ And the smallest of 
theso horrible weapons is almost equul in dostructive power to the bomb dropped on 
Hiroshima. By the way, the Bus si ans have almost as many nuclear weapons as the United 
States, and, considering the size of the Bussian bombs r tho diffcrencc in the destruk- 
tive powers of the two collections is too small to bc of importane o. ) And the United 
States possossos moro than its sharc of this sulcidal tondency. For tho peoples of 
our 'nation' are slow -to make. war, but,' when they do gc to war, tho peoplos do not con- 
sidor themsolvos to be at wai-„ No, they are participating in a crusade, a mighty 
crusado to smite the onomios of demceracy with the rightoous wrath of tho free a 
And what makes the United States so dangerous is, its encmios shall bc thrown iown, 
IERESPECTIVE OF THE GC6T TO THEMSELVES . But w ar remains an indispensable P art of of- 
feetivo foreign policy» ((What this moans is, that tho poople who make a nation' s 
foreign policy feel certain in taking risks s bccause if their plans fall they can 
raiso a war soare back home and unito tho country *sohind thom^ attaol-cing criticism as 
unpatriotlc Tho ordinary folk of too many countrios have ballcd out too many 
"statosmon" in this fashion,,)) . Sinco tho nuclcax' powors no longer may use the na- 
tional anal os, so offectivo in the First and Second World Wars, doos not moan that 
they have forsak on the uso of foroo„ Today they fight their border wars with profos— 
sional armics - legions, if you wistw ((A conscriptod profossional army, historically, 
is somothing of a contradiction in tonas,)) For the profossional arry will fight to 
dofond tho frontiors for no othar reason than it was ordered to fight. Pride in seif, 
prido in regiment, pride in country moti vatos tho legionaire. Ho doos not havo to 
partioipato in tho f>r . Uf:a dLe before he is notlTatod to fight for his country. 

. .It, is .^ad 'ikat we havo refused to rooognlzo t?io loportance of the -legionaire*^ 
job 6 For thoy do hold the far' frontiors for us a ((I didn^t know that tho United; : 
States ownod any frontiors on ttib mainland of Asia*)) But the pooploa of cur nation 
are only accustomod to fighting the holy war, the crusado 0 And they deny tho profos- 
sional soldlor his just claim to glory, and tho pooplos, in thoir embarracsmont , ri- 
di culo the sacrifices and the aehievements of thoir legionaires. But who wants to 
scrvo whon thero is no glory, no recognition? And since tho Congrøss doos not declare 
war, it is not troason to refuse to serve. It is not treason to avoid belng callod to 
serve. It is not treason to destroy, or disrupt, the instltutions of tho government 
which call the oitiz ens to the service of their country. Or so you say. 

((I do not bellevo that tho governmont of tho jurisdlotion in which I was bom 
has the first clain to my loyalty. Human boings have obligations to tho human race 
which are above any national obligations., And this overriding obligation includea a 
refusal to partioipato in war under tho conditions of possiblc nuclear oscalation 
which. you .so graphicnlly reoonnt,))

It soens 
a yoar or so ago ho spont his loavo back in tho Statos» Thoro ho scducod, swindlod, 
and lator narricd, biganously, tho s oho cl- giri daughtor of tho sonior Senator f ren 
Alabam, (At 681 My God, I an not dlsputing tho nan«s olan, just his sense.) Koep 
your lawyers out of it and send hin to us. 9r shoot hin. Or hire a Signorina who 
will porsuado hin to dosort to tho Itallans. Anything. But do not lot hin stay in 
a position whoro ho will havo any say in tho disposition of your troops. 

Many thanks for arranging ny visit to tho northorn front last weok. Most intor- 
osting. It is ronarkablo how all tho forcos thoro involvod havo dug in and sottlod 
down to a tronch cxistonco.
